The following account of the origin of the con-
troversy between the two steamship ecompanics
may prove interesting to Hawaiian readers. It
appears that the Pacific Mail people, through
Claus Spreckels, solicited the Hawaiian Govern-
ment for the privilege of landing Chinese at
Honolaln, stipulating that in return they would
withdraw the Australian steamers from the Ho-
noluln trade. Mr. Spreckels went to the 1slands,
bat found after reaching there that a small con-
eession had been made through the efforts of the
local agent of the Pacific Mail. He laid the mut-
ter before the Hawaiian Cabinet and obtained
for the Mail Company a larger concession, or
privilege to land a great many more coolies from
every China steamer,

After a lapse of time it was noted that the Pa-
cific Mail bhad not withdrawn the Australian
steamers nccording to the alleged agreement,
The Mail Company replied that the Hawaiian
privilege was secured without the aid of the
Oceanic Steamship Company and declined to
recall their ships. The representatives of the
Oceanic Steamship Company then bYesought the
King aud Cabinet for permlssion to land Chinese
and obtained a very liberal concession from the
Government, The Mail Company being appris-
ed of their movement complained to the State
Department at Washington that the Hawaiian
Government had discriminated against them,and
there the contest rests. It i3 said thut Secretary
Frelinghuysen regards the contest as rivalry be-
tween steamship companies and sees no reason
to interfere with King Kalukaua’s business,
